S.R.O. 153.—In exercise of the powers conferred bv the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the foIlowinR rules further to amend the 
Indian Defence Accounts Service (Recruitment) Rules. 1958, 
namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Defence 
Accounts Service (Recruitment) Amendment Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Defence Accounts Service (Recruitment) 
Rules, 1958,— 

(1) for rule 13, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namdy :— 

“13, No candidate,— 

(a) who has enteied into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entred into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the Service : 

Provided that the Government may, if satisfied that such 
maniage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marri¬ 
age and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any candidate from the operation of this rule."; 
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(2) in rule 14, the proviso shall be omitted, 

(3) in rule 22, in Note (b), the words— 

"Provided that before orders of discharge are passed, 
the probationer shall be apprised bv the competent 
authorities of the grounds on which it it propoeed 
to discharge him and give an opportunity to thow 
cause against it” 

shall be omitted; 

(4) for rule 24, the following rula shall be subsituted, 
namely ;— 

“24, Appointment* by pronrsotion to the post# in tJw 
•lunior lime Scale of the Service shall be made by 
selection on merit with due regarti to seniority 
from amongst membcri of th* Group ‘B’ Gazetted 
Service (Group ‘B’ Officers), who have completed 
3 years’ regular continuous service in the grade, on 
the recommendations of the Dcpartmenial Promo¬ 
tion Committee, the composition of which will b* 
as shown in Appcndix-Il The vacancies to be 
flllcd up by promotion will he determined on the 
basis specified in rule 4. Officers who have attain¬ 
ed the age of 53 years on the first dav of July of 
the year to which the promotions relate shall not be 
eligible. 

Appointm;nts by promotion to the posts in the Junior 
Time Sc.alc will be made on probation for a period 
of two years. On the conclusion of the probation 
period, Government may confirm the officer in his 
appointment from the date of conclus'on of the 
period of his probation. If, however, during or at the 
end of the probationary period, his work or conduct, 
in the opinion of the Government has unsatis- 
factory Government mav either revert him to hi» 
substantive appointment or may extend the period 
of probation for such further period as the Gov¬ 
ernment may think fit. 

Recruitment by promotion to the administrative posts 
in the Service shall likewise be made bv selection 
on rr.crit with due regard to seniority on the re¬ 
commendations of a duly constituted Departmental 
Promotion Committee. 

The recommendations of the Dcpaitmental Promotion 
Committee will be submitted to the Government 
for approval, and concurrence of the Union Public 
Service Commission will also be obtained where 
the Union Public Seivice Commission (Consulta¬ 
tion) Regulations require that the Commission 
should be consulted before making final selection."; 

(5) after rule 25, the following rules shall be insertd, 
namely :— 

“26. Where the Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary oi expedient so to do, it may, bv order, 
for reasons to be iccorded in wrifing and in con¬ 
sultation with the Union Public Service Cmmis- 
sin, re’ax any of the provisions of these lules with 
respect to any class or category of persons. 

27. Nothing ip thcs» rules shall affect reservations, la- 
laxation of age limit and other conces'ioni requir¬ 
ed to be provided for the .Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
persons in acco-danCe with the orders issued by the 
Government from time to time in this regard.";

(1) The initial pay of an officer appointed on probation 
under Part 11 of tines© rules shall be fixed at the minimum 
of the Junior Tinte Scale. The officer will be nranted Ist 
advance increment raising his pay to Rs, 740/- if he passes 
the foundational course at tine 1 al Bahadur Shastri National 
Academy of Administration, Mussooric, and passes the De¬ 
partmental Examination I'Bft 1 before completion of one 
year's service. In case he fails in the foundational course 
at Mussocrie, but passes tho Departmental Examination 
Part I I'lefore completion of one year’s service, he shall not 
bo grunted Isl advance increment, but will be allowed first 
increment in the Junior Time Scale on completion of 
twelve months’ qualifying service. In the case of an officer 
who joins the Dcpaitment direct without doing the founda¬ 
tional course at Mussoorie. but passes the Departmental 
Examination Part I before completion of one year’s service, 
the officer shall not be granted advance incicnsent, but will 
bo allowed to draw the first increment in the Junior Time 
Scale on completion of twelve months’ qualifying service. If 
later on, he passes the foundational course at Mussoorie, he 
will be granted first advance increment from the date of 
passing the Departmental Examination Part I apto and for 
the date precedings the date on which the first normal in¬ 
crement was drawn. 

The second advance increment will be granted from the 
date of pas.sing the Departmental Eaminntion Part II before 
completion of two years’ service. 

(2) In addition to the grade pay, special pay may be 
sanctioned for some of the posts based on orders that may 
be Issued by Government from time to time.
